RECOMMENDATIONS IN PREMISES

Taft's special message, dealing with 
amendments to the 
interstate 
com­ 
merce laws, looking to a 
more 
ei- 
fectiv e federal 
surierv ision 
of 
the 
railroads, and conv eying his recom­ 
mendations for the passage of federal 
incorporation act, was transmitted to 
congress today and read in the house, 
the senate not being in session. 
The message followed closely the 
forecasts that hav e been made, and 
In the suggested legislation 
as 
to 
railroads embodied all of the sugges­ 
tions the president has made from 
time to time in his speeches on the 
subject. 
Among other things the message 
says: 
I recommend the establishment of 
a court of the United Stales com­ 
posed of fiv e Judges designated for 
such purpose from among the circuit 
judges of the United Slates, 
to 
be 
known as the “United States Court 
of Commerce,” which court shall be 
clothed with exclusiv e original juris­ 
diction ov er the following daises of 
cases: 
(1) 
All cases for the enforcement 
otherwise than by adjudication and 
collection of a forfeiture or penalty, 
or by infliction of 
criminal 
punish­ 
ment, of an order of the interstate 
commerce commission « eher than for 
the payment of money. 
(2) 
All cases brought to enjoin, 
set aside, annul or suspend any c i­ 
der or requlren^nt of the interstate 
commerce commission. 
(3) 
All such cases as under sec­ 
tion 3 of the act of Feb. 
19, 
1903. 
known as the “Elkins, act,” 
are 
au­ 
thorized to be maintained In a circuit 
court of the United States. 
_ 
(4) 
All such mandamus proceed­ 
ings as under the prov isions of sec­ 
tion 20, or section 23 of the inter­ 
state c on fe re e law are authorized to 
be maintliined in a circuit court of 
the United States. 
Reason specially analogous to those 
which induced the congress to 
c rea te 
the court of customs appeals by the 
prov isions in the tariff act of August 
5, 1909, may be urged in support of 
the creation of the commerce court. 
In order to prov ide 
a 
smTicient 
number of judges to enable this court 
to be constituted, it will be necessary 
to authorize the appointment of fiv e 
additional circuit pudges, who, for the 
purposes of appointment, might be 
distributed 
to 
those circuits where 
there is at the present time the larg­ 
est v olume of business, such as the 
second, 
third, 
fourth, sev enth and 
eighth ciitiuits. 
^ 
The act should empower the chief 
justice at any time when the business 
of the court of commerce does not 
require the serv ices of ail the judges 
to reassign the Judges designated to 
that court to the circuits to which 
they 
respectiv ely 
belong; 
it 
should also prov ide for payment to 
such judges while sitting by assign­ 
ment In the court of commerce of 
such additional amoflnt as is neces­ 
sary to bring their annual compensa­ 
tion up to | ! 0,000. 
The regular ses­ 
sions of such court should be held at 
the capital, but it should be empow­ 
ered to hold sessions 
in 
difTcrent 
parts of the United States .if found 
de.‘?irable; and its orders and jtidr- 
men is should be made final, subject 
only to rev iew by the supreme court 
of the United States with the prov i­ 
sion that the operation of the decree 
appealed from shall not be stayed un­ 
less the supreme court shall so order. 
The commerce court should b« er^r 
powered in its discretion to r*^strain 
or suspend the operation of an order 
of the ii^er^tate^ commerce crmmis- 
sion un d^rrcv ie#" pending final hear­ 
ing and determination of the proceed­ 
ing, but no such restraining crder 
should be m« nde except upon notice 
and after hearing, unless

The increase in the capital of a 
business for the purpose of reducing 
the cost of production and affecting 
economy in tic management has be­ 
come as essential in modern progress 
as the change from the, hand tool to 
the machine. 
When, therefore, we come lo con­ 
strue the object of congress in adopt­ 
ing the so-called “Sherman anti trust 
act” in 1890, whereby in the first sec­ 
tion ev ery contract, combination in 
the form of a trust or otherwise, or 
conspiracy in restraint of interstate 
or foreign trade or commerce, 5s con­ 
demned as unlawful and made sub­ 
ject to indictment and Testramc by 
injunction: and whereby in the sec­ 
ond section ev ery monopoly or at­ 
tempt to monopolize, and ev ery com­ 
bination or conspiracy with othe:* per­ 
sons to monopolize any part of inter­ 
state 
trade 
or commerce. 
Is 
de­ 
nounced as illegal and made subject 
to similar punishment or restraint, 
we must infer that the ev il aimed at 
was not the mere bigness of tbe en­ 
terprise, but it was the aggregation 
of capital and plants with the express 
or implied intent to restrain inter­ 
state of foreign commerce, or to mo­ 
nopolize it in T.hole or in part. 
Monopoly destroys competitiim iit- 


so a restraint of trade thiit the stat­ 
ute is v iolated. 
It is possible for the owners of a 
business of manufacturing in felling 
useful articles of merchandise so to 
conduct their business as not to v io­ 
late the inhibitions of the an f trust 
law and yet to secure for themselv es 
the benefits of the economies of man­ 
agement and of production due to 
the concentration under one ccntrol 
of large capital and many i)lants.

future they would be not only willing, 
but glad, to act. 
Mr. Perham said afterwards that, 
while the mediators apparently had 
abandoned th-^ir efforts to bring about 
an adjustment, he proposed to stick 
to it. 
He did not disguise bis annoyance 
at the turn ibe affair had taken, but 
gave no intimation as to w^hit he 
proposed to do.

Simeon Hudson, Blind From Drinking 
Wood Alcohol, Is Regarded at 
Tecumseh, Nefo., as a De<i- 
perate Character. 


Tecumseh, Neb ., Jan. 7.—Few ni"‘n 
oL his age have had a career more 
lillea with 
crime 
than has Simeon 
Hudson, the young prisoner in 
the 
N eb raska penitentiary, who has jusi 
b ec.'*rae totally b lind from the effec» s 
of drinking 
wood 
alcohol for the 
sake of intox ication 
Hudson, who is a tall, fine looking 
youPj? man, is 26 years of age. 
He 
comes from a good family in Iowa, 
and is serving a sentence of five and 
one-half years 
for 
forgery, 
having 
b een sentenced b y Judge Killigar, of 
the Johnson county district court, in 
Octob er, 1907. 
In June, 190r, Hudson eame to this 
city to visit 
relatives 
living 
near 
town. He was attired in typical cow­ 
b oy dress and wore a .44 revolver in 
his b elt. 
He 
was 
sized up as a 
‘'sm art aleck,” hut turned out to b e 
.a í;¿d type of desperado. 
Ab ou^ the tim e he came here he 
cashed two forged checks in Tcciim- 
seh, one for |22 on the Citizens’ Na­ 
tional b ank and one for $18 on the 
F irst N ational b ank. The checks were 
made out 
to 
“John 
Ziegler,” and 
were made over the forged signature 
of E. W. Fullér, 
a lum b erm an, of 
Vesta- Hudson endorsed the checks 
and got his money. 
The 
b ankers 
b ecame 
suspicious, 
and w ent to look for Hudson, who. in 
the m eantim e, had gone to Sterling, 
w here he tried to cash anoth« -=r check, 
hut was not successful. 
He hired a saddle horse a t the liv­ 
ery stab le there, saying he wanted it 
for a day, rode it first to Cook and 
then to Burr, trying to cash checks 
at b oth places, w ithout success.

uncle, John Kram er, who lived south 
of this city. Sheriff H. U. Miner went 
out to 
arrest

Hudson put up a fight and shot Min­

At the muzzle of his revolver, Hud­ 
son warned the s1ie» *iff not to follow 
him, and he went to the b arn, mount­ 
ed a horse and rode away. 
Miner returned to Tecumseh, where 
he was given surgical attention, and 
the report of the shooting stirred tho 
chi/.ens into great ex citement.

They found Hudson in jail, serving 
a fifteen days’ sentence for carrying 
concealed weapons on the streets of 
Kinsley.
